Fireworks are called 
illegal and hazardous 


GRANITE CITY — Before 
you buy your kids some fire- 
works to help them celebrate the 
Fourth, you should know two 
things: ey could get seriously 
injured and you could get fined. 

‘Last year, two men and two 
juveniles lost eyes in Illinois 
fireworks accidents, according to 
the Illinois Society for the Pre- 
vention of Blindness. 

Commonly perceived to be 
dangerous mos! to young boys, 
fireworks actually’ injure people 
of all ages. Last year, 25 percent 
of those suffering eye 
were 30 or older;. 20 
were between 20 and30_ 

The ISPB said bottle rockets 
are the most common culprit in 
serious eye injuries, followed by 
firecrackers in general. 

State statutes and local ordi- 
nances forbid the possession or 
sale of explosive fireworks. Pos- 
session is punishable by a fine of 
$500, and sale of three pounds or 
more can bring the seller a year 
in jail. 

Madison County State’s Attor- 
ney Bill Haine noted that polic- 

* ing the use of fireworks is up‘to 
local municipalities, many of 
which have ordinances. 

“It’s a local matter, in my 
view,’’ -Haine said. Haine added 
that fireworks are such a tradi- 


tion in this country that enfore- 
ing laws against them: is almost 
impossible. 

“In my neighborhood (Alton) 
from time immemorial all the 
kids have had fireworks ... . It’s 
part of the celebration of Inde- 
pendence Day.” 

But he urged that: paients 
supervise young children’ and . 
Pegler irresponsible use — such

The federal law had attempt- 
ed to shut down the billion-dol- 
lar industry by banning both 
obscene and indecent communi- 
cations. Sable argued that ban- 
ning indecent communications 
would be a draconian means of 
preventing children from listen- 
ing to the messages, but the 
‘Justice Department contended 


the ban was the only way ~ 


accomplish the goal of Con- 
gress. The court clearly agreed 
with Sable 

“‘Because the statute’s denial 
of adult access to telephone 
messages which are indecent 
but not obscene far exceeds that

which is necessary to limit the 
access of minors to such mes- 
sages, we hold that the ban 
does not survive constitutional 
scrutiny,’ Justice Byron White 
wrote in the majority opinion. 


According to a report by Uni- 
versity of Chicago law -professor 
David A. Strauss, 12 million of 
the 27 million recorded mes- 
Sages calls on the Pacific Bell 
system in 1984 involved dial-a- 
porn or similar services. The 
services are part of a billion- 
dollar industry, according to the 
report.

If he isn’t out on the 
street covering a bi ing news 
story, the local Emmy Award- 
winning broadcaster might be 
addressing a group of business- 
men, or giving a high school 
commencement speech 4 ee 
ing an apy rance at a nei r- 
hood festival. 

| Whether he likes it or not, Jul- 
ius K. Hunter is considered pub- 
lic property by many people who 
watch him deliver the evening 
news. And the demands on his 
time are considerable. 

Hunter, 45, is the only anchor 
who is a native St. Louisan, a 
fact not lost on station officials 
who figure he has a special 
knack for gathering and present- 
ing local news. He has been with 
Channel 4 since May 1974. 

Hunter lives in the Central 


West End with his wife, Bar- " 


bara, a weaver who has had sev- 
eral one-woman shows. The cou; 
ple’s eldest daughter, Jennifer,: 
attends Harvard University and 
15-year-old Julia -is a second- 
year student at John Burroughs 
School in Ladue. 

Hunter is not a hobbyist — 
seminars and speaking engage- 
ments fill his off-camera time. 

“Y conduct seminars on writ- 
ing and teaching young children 
to read and adults how to 
become better communicators at 
home and at work,’’ he says. 
“And I talk about St. Louis his- 
tory and the private residential 
areas of the city. I’ve also pub- 
lished two books on St. Louis’ 
big houses, the first on Kingsbu- 
ry Place and the second on 
Westmoreland and Portland 
Place.”’ 

Hunter was born on midtown 
St. Louis’ Windsor Place in the 
shadow of Vandeventer Place, 
the grandest of the private 
enclaves. 

“As a kid I passed by Vandev- 

enter Place on my way to Cole 
Elementary School while they 
were bulldozing the stately man- 
sions to make way for the 
Veterans Hospital,’’ Hunter 
recalis. ‘‘Watching the demoli- 
tion: made’such an impression on 
$e that I later decided to, write 
the history of St. Louis’ wonder- 
ful homes.”’ 
{ Hunter, the first college gradu- 
tevin. hisifamily, took a degree 
in ,éducation in 1965 from Har- 
Tis-Stowe’ State College, then 
called Harris Teachers College, 
and taught at Hamilton School. 

“I spent my first summer pre- 
paring for a class of sixth-grad- 
ers and on opening day they 
gave me an eighth-grade class, 
quite a shock for a neophyte 21- 
year-old.”

JULIUS HUNTER PAUSES for a moment in the drawing 
room of the Campbell House. The news anchor for KMOV-TV 
(Channel 4) was volunteering his time to narrate a Barlow 
Productions documentary about the home's history to be 
shown on cable television, at schools or for other education- 


al purposes. At 1508 Locust 
home is now a museum. 


Hunter savors time off “as far 
away from my electronic pager 
as possible, on trips with my 
family to piaces-such as Spain, 
Portugal, Egypt, Switzerland, 
Italy, France, England, Greece, 
Mexico and Guatemala.” 

Despite his wide-ranging inter- 
ests, Hunter at heart remains a 
teacher. ‘‘My original plan was 
to become a high school princi- 
pal — but I might have become 
a musician, too. I was a church 
organist and choir master for 
nine years, and a student piano 
and ‘organ accompanist and 
choir director in high school and 
college. For] awhile 1 thought I 
might become the north St. Lou- 
is Leonard Slatkin.” 


For exercise Hunter walks 
briskly on a treadmill, which he 
considers’ boring. “I have to 
have something else to do. So, 
while I walk 3.5 mph for 45 min- 
utes, I hold a cordless telephone 
in one hand and a TV channel 
changer in the other so I can 
make phone calls while watching 
the morning news.”” 

Hunter prefers delivering hap- 
yy news like important medical 
breakthroughs or utility rate 
reductions. He finds it painful to 
report on tragedies involving 
children and the elderly. 

Making speeches occupies 
much of what little idle time 
Hunter has. “In 1988, I gave 67 
talks for which I’m occasionally 
paid if there’s travel or exces- 
sive preparation involved. I 
don’t charge schools anything, * 
although sometimes officials 
donate an honorarium in my 
name to a charity.” * 

Hunter rarely misses a meal 
and loves to cook. 

“My grandmother, Hattie 
Coates, taught me the way 
around a stove. She never used

the possibility of a salary 
increase, commonly referred to 
as a “rollover” contract. Also, 
there are no more multi-year 
contracts. 

Board opinion on both changes 
was divided. . 


“I think it’s a policy that’s a 
little too restrictive,’’ said Trust- 
ee Robert Dintelmann of the 
amended personnel procedures. 
“T think we're tying the hands of 
the people who are trying to do 
their jobs.”’ 

But Trustee Ted Farmer, a 
long-time critic of previous 
administrative contracts, 
applauded the changes. 

“] think it’s fantastic,” Farm- 
er said.. ‘I’m in favor of these 
constructive moves.” 

Farmer and DinteImann were 
on the same side, though, when 
it came to approving one-year 
contracts ‘for five executive 
administrative spots: three vice 
president positions, a provost 
and a vice provost. Both men 
voted against the contracts. 

“Pm opposed to this contract 
because it. grants an extra five 
days vacation for the top execu- 
tives,” Farmer said 

BAC President Joe. Cipfl is 
under a two-year contract.
